SCOTT’S NEW 
SPECIALIZED 
CATALOGUE 


Every year shows a 
remarkable improve- 
ment in this book 
which has come to be 
the sole guide of many thousands of col- 
lectors throughout America. The new 
book for 1937 is covered in a red cloth, 
making a pretty companion to the Stand- 
ard Catalogue of Stamps of the World 
which was issued last fall. 

In reviewing a work of this nature it 
is perhaps best to start at the beginning 
and even in the beginning of this new 
volume we find that many changes have 
been made, many new features added 
and much information of interest and 
value has been added. We refer to those 
pages which precede the actual cata- 
loguing of the stamps. This is a group 
of pages that every collector should read 
two or three times as by doing this you 
will better understand your stamps and 
your catalogue. Too few collectors ever 
give these pages a thought, yet many 
collectors will write a letter of inquiry 
asking a question which is answered for 
him if he will but read. 

Some changes of price and additional 
listings have been made in the issues 
prior to 1894. It is at this point, how- 
ever, where the printing of our stamps 
was commenced by the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing, that the greatest 
changes have been made. 

At the foot of page 33 we find illustra- 
tions of the different types of imprint 
and plate numbers as found on Bureau 
issues. A note at the top of the next 
page announces that the Bureau Issues 
Association have co-operated in arrang- 
ing the listings of the Bureau Printed 
Stamps. 

Then comes the additional listings in 
the way of plate numbers, arrows and 
other varieties in the way of sheet mark- 
ings that have thus far created enough 
interest to command attention. There is 
still much left that has been omitted, 
material that tells a vivid story about 
the plates and the production of the 
stamps and only a demand on the part 
of sufficient collectors will force this 
further listing into the catalogue. 

The addition of plate numbers, im- 
Prints, arrows, etc., marks a step forward 


the recognition of the student philatelist. 
Heretofore the listing was based on com- 
mercial demand which was the chief rea- 
son for listing a block of four stamps. 
Blocks of four especially of current is- 
sues which anyone may buy in a single 
or a block or a sheet if they have the 
cash to do it with, mean absolutely noth- 
ing and show no philatelic research or 
knowledge. The sale of stamps in blocks 
has merely been a racket to make bigger 
sales. 

It will be noted that in the earlier is- 
sues the plate numbers and imprints are 
listed in strips or pairs as well as in 
blocks. In the early days the collector 
gathered them in that manner which 
showed his superior common sense over 
the present method of collecting. The 
plate number is merely a visible record 
of the plates from which stamps have 
been printed. There is no sound reason

for gathering any more than the exact 
number of stamps needed to show this 
number and imprint. On current issues 
a single stamp will provide that record, 
the four positions showing the entire 
plate. The surplus stamps in a block of 
four are only so much excess baggage 
which cost the collector extra money and 
provide him no more knowledge or in- 
formation. 

In later issues, because custom has de- 
creed, plate numbers are listed in blocks 
of four or six depending on the style or 
type of plate from which printed. 

Since it has become such a fad to 
gather plate numbers it is of course de- 
sirable that these items be listed and 
priced somewhere. This is true also of 
the various line varieties as well as of the 
different types, etc. 

We do believe, however, that the cat- 
alogue as it now appears has advanced 
far beyond the stage where it is a desir- 








able catalogue for the great number of 
collectors. It is a fact that most collectors 
whom one can contact talk plate num- 
bers, talk line blocks, etc. Yet it is a 
further fact that a very small percentage 
of these same collectors can show any- 
thing approaching a general assortment 
of these various items. 


We recently had the opportunity of 
examining a complete album of 100 
pages devoted almost wholly to the cur- 
rent lc and 2c United States stamps in 
all their varieties and ramifications. To 
the rabid specialist who dotes on specks, 
marks, dents, cracks and all the other 
little things that go to make up varieties, 
a book of this nature might be interest- 
ing, but to 99 out of 100 ordinary stamp 
collectors, such as most collectors are, 
the book would tire them quickly and 
their interest could not be held in a 
thorough examination of such a volume. 


Mind, we do not dispute the right of 
the collector who collects “a la Johl” 
but we do point out that while thousands 
of collectors talk this method because it 
seems to be the right thing to do at 
times and because it is intriguing to find 
things and hunt for them, very few of 
this group really has anything approach- 
ing a general array of stamps assembled 
along such lines and the actual cost of 
such a method of collecting is so far 
beyond the great majority of the collect- 
ors that we feel that it is time that the 
Specialized catalogue be developed into 
a more highly specialized booklet, a 
handbook if you like and at a price that 
will make it profitable and practical to 
issue the volume, no matter what that 
price be. Let those who must have 
all this minor detail listed and tabulated 
and priced, pay the piper and then pro- 
duce a cheap catalogue listing merely 
major numbers for the collector who has 
no time or inclination for all this ma- 
terial. 


The specialized catalogue as it is to- 
day at its new price of $3.00 is priced 
far too high. If we must accept this 
catalogue as the only available U. S. 
catalogue give us an edition in paper 
covers which we can use for a year and 
throw away without regrets at the end

of that period at a cost not to exceed 
75c or a dollar. 

Dealers in stamps bemoan the general 
apparent interest in current U. S. and 
commemorative issues and deplore the 
lack of interest in general issues and 
19th century stamps. 

Do they realize that the commemo- 
ratives, until recently have been free 
from all the chicken track varieties that 
have made general 20th century stamps 
impossible to understand by the average 
collector. The collector becomes con- 
fused and discouraged with the multi- 
plicity of varieties which at a glance ap- 
pear to be duplications of the same 
stamp. This class of collecting, while it 
is much talked and much written about, 
is not followed by a great mass of col 
lectors and this group needs some con- 
sideration in the way of a catalogue and 
list which omits this material which 
merely gives them a headache when they 
attempt to classify it and which they 
soon give up in despair. 

Many new things have been added to 
the new catalogue. Booklet panes are 
treated in a manner that make them 
possible to understand by the collector 
of these items. If there is a general 
interest taken in these panes, prices as 
quoted will triple in a short time because 
there is no large supply in the hands of 
any dealer. 

Several things have been added in 
revenues, chief of which is the section 
on Revenue Stamped Paper. 

Numerous additions in the listings of 
proofs have been made, also in Speci- 
men stamps. 

As a Specialized Catalogue or Hand- 
book, there is still much that deserves 
listing as well as items that have already 
been included. But the farther the book 
goes in such listing and classifying, just 
that much more is being done to dis- 
courage many collectors who have al- 
ready become so confused by the many 
varieties of a single stamp that they 
know not which way to turn. 

After all, it is a great book, the pub- 
lishers deserve much commendation for 
the effort that has been put into its 
production. We know that they have 
done the best they could in an effort to 
give collectors what they believe has 
been demanded and until they can see a 
change of trend in that respect we will 
doubtless find the book in its same form 
for years to come.

Agency the window sales were $15,723.68 
and the advance mail orders $15,932.28. 
At the Washington Post Office $12,760.18 
worth passed over the counters and the 
clerks cancelled 292,570 first day covers.

would be send stamped and handed back 
to persons waiting for them. Evidently 
it was considered necessary in order to 
keep the line moving for often a dealer 
would hold-up the line indefinitely while 
he had his stock so cancelled. 

It was learned that the announcement 
of the 3-cent Army-Navy stamps can be 
expected by next week for sometime 
later than the fifteenth of February. 
Nothing new has developed about the 
extended flights to China. 

Recently, F. R. Rice in Western 
Stamp Collector, mentioned he was in 
favor of the Post Office Department giv- 
ing out advance notice of new “slogan” 
cancellations and the date each would be 
first used thus affording collectors the 
chance of securing first day covers. The 
response from collectors of postal mark- 
ings was so great that the following let- 
ter was addressed to the First Assistant 
Postmaster General, “From time to time 
it has been the practice of the Post 
Office Department to make postmark 
cancelling dies advertising special events. 
They are often used when it is not pos- 
sible to issue commemorative stamps. 

“Among stamp collectors there is a 
growing tendency to collect these postal 
markings, however, collectors find it dif- 
ficult to secure them because your De- 
partment has not given out the informa- 
tion as to when or where they are to 
be used. 

“This letter is being written in the in- 
terests of the many collectors of postal 
markings with the request that the Post 
Office Department—through the daily 
Postal Bulletin or releases to the Phila- 
telic Press—give advance notice of all 
special dies, where they will be used and 
the first day each will be placed in ser- 
vice. If two or more weeks notice could 
be given it would enable interested col- 
lectors the time to stamp, address and 
forward covers to the various postmas- 
ters in time to secure cancellations on 
the first day the die was used. 

“Trusting you will give this request 
serious consideration, I remain, 

Respectfully yours, 
Signed F. R. Rice.” 

In order to convince the Department 
collectors are interested in slogan can- 
celations it would be well for every col- 
lector and stamp club to back-up this 
letter quoted above by sending one to the 
same effect.

The Judge is liable to a maximum pen- 
alty of a $500 fine or six months in jail, 
or both. 


A set of Egypt which we consider one 
of the prettiest of the year has appeared 
in New York. It consists of the 5m., 
brown (500,000); 15m., dull violet (300,- 
000); 20m., blue (200,000). It shows a 
picture of the Anglo-Egyptian Treaty 
being signed, and is in a long horizontal 
arrangement. It shows the council seat- 
ed at a long U-shaped table at which 
Anthony Eden, of Great Britain sits at 
the far end. This should be an enor- 
mously popular set and already an extra 
100,000 have been printed. 


We noted the 2 cent Navy stamp and 
we feel that this stamp is a very pretty 
one. The subject is nicely grouped, and 
above all the paper seems to be thicker 
than that of the 1c Army or Navy U. S. 
stamps. We suppose the Government 
had more time over the 2c value and we 
hope this will be the case on the other 
values. The lc Army and Navy for 
some time were not on sale mint here in 
New York and only very recently could 
one obtain them here at the Postoffices. 
That has slowed up the gathering for the 
time being of the used 1c Army and 
Navy stamps, but there is a small trickle 
of them, and soon they will be in deal- 
ers’ hands. 


The New York Sun has an interesting 
paragraph on the spelling of the name 
“‘Macdonough” on the recent two cent 
Navy stamp. All the Department’s pub- 
licity had the name “MacDonough,” but 
it was found that Macdonough himself 
spelled the name with the small d. So 
this is one mistake caught in time, sav- 
ing much space in newspapers and phi- 
latelic journals. 


We remember quite some years ago 
the search for occupation stamps and 
now collectors are going around to deal- 
ers here trying to pick up stamps of the 
warring sections in Spain. We noted 
one in a stamp dealer’s case that had a 
surcharge showing Seville, Spain, there- 
on, and we believe this is from the Fas- 
cist Government, and another stamp not 
surcharged from the Madrid Govern- 
ment. This is an interesting branch to 
collect, and sometimes these stamps are 
not in issue for a long time. 





And now it is the PEIPEX sheet that 
will be issued in Paris in June, 1937, for 
the Exhibition there. Always something 
to keep stamp collectors on the run.

When these covers were reported in 
the first place, they were reported as be- 
ing actually flown on the dedication date 
and as a variety. As it is, they mean no 
more than a cover carried by some party, 
say Col. Turner or Dr. Brock to the 
proposed site of dedication in advance 
and not as a part of any ceremony con- 
nected with the dedication of the field. 
They do not rate mention as far as 
wording on same and are equal to the 
other covers if they carry the same 
postmark. 

The information at hand relieves the 
party in California of any connection 
with the incident. However it does not 
relieve the party doing same of making 
covers with the intention of selling them 
as a genuine variety when none exists. 

It is this reason and the making of 
town varieties that will defeat the hobby 
and the majority of air mail cover col- 
lecting editors have been endeavoring to 
keep the hobby clean in order to pro- 
mote the hobby. 

The cataloguers can only continue to 
help by refusing to recognize these plain- 
ly made varieties, and not list them.
